Arendt States His Position. 

“liow do you explain that vou wrote in 
The North Anrerican Review in opposition 
to free silver and but recently, in The New 
Yerk Journal, in support of Mr. Rryan?’” 

“f am glad you ask me the question, 
because numerous letters from the United 
Siutes prove to me that my attitude was 
not understood on the other side. At least 
a doven correspondents: think that the 
‘wicked silverites’ have committed a. forgery 
anc that the letter in The Journal was 
never written ty me at all! This is par- 
t.cularly the case with those who have seen 
extracts. My position is this. Last 


of ns I hoped and believed that while

oth parties would declare against free 
silver, both would be for energetic action 
in favor of international bintetallism. I 
assumed too confidently that the republi- 
can party would particularly favor such 
action. and that at the St, Louis conven: 
tion the idea of Senator Cameron and 
Speaker Reed would be included in the 
platform; namely, that by a combination 
of the currency and tariff issues: there 
would be offered a more favorable ‘tariff 
to such pations as would open their’ mints 
to the free coinage of both the métals. “But 
instead of this, at St. Louis, the repubii- 
can party surrendered absolutely to. 
sure from Wall street. Thus. binnetal 
received a deadly blow, and the single 


_ gold standard was specifically indorsed, . 
' With only some meaningless verbiage, as * 


to something to be done when other nations 
were ready to do it. The St. Louts-action, 
as we over here view it, Was a radically 
fresh departure, and as stich it‘ has been 
hailed with delight by the professional 
monometallist prese of New York—tby 
such papers:as The Sun and-The Post. 
It represents the very worst elements of 
reaction—the old absurd determination to 
‘do nothing without England.’ This ts the 
stock argunfent of the men in Europe who 


want gold monopolism—not of the men | 


whe desire any form of currency reform. 
“I affirm,” said Dr. Arendt, “that the St. 
Louis platform is radical and reactionary 
for this reason: Those who constructed it 
are the men who would decline emphatical- 
ly.to do anything unless England did every- 


thing. That was not fornrerly the attitude : 
' would refpse to vote a bill to make such 


of the United States. At the monetary 
conference of 1881, the American represen- 
tatives declared that bimetallism with the 
co-operation of France and Germany, was 
all that was required. Under all the circum- 
Stances, I believe that any active bimetallic 
policy in the United States with McKinley 
as president {s extremely improbable. The 
New York mroney power which supplies 
his campaign funds will demand in return 
a gold policy—on the principle ‘to the vic- 
tor the spoils." Presently your farmers in 
America, and, after all, they are the back- 
bone of your nation, will have too little 
left to recruit this spoils policy any longer; 
and then, through a depth of suffering, re- 
form will come.”’ 

Why He Would Support Bryan.. 

“So that, Dr. Arendt, it is vour view, that 
While free silver is less desirable than a 
Wide bimetallic union, vet that it is a lesser 
ev'| than a permanent gold standard?” 

“Exactiy. I should vote for Mr. Bryan 
were I in America, because I regard the 
alliance of Wall street and McKinley omin 
‘us of great disaster impending. The issue 
is not so much for or against free silver, 
as for or against a fresh exploitation of the 
people by the larger capitalist class. 

“And,” continued Dr. Arendt. “while I 
expect nothing in the way of bimetallism 
from McKinley, I think that Bryan’s vic- 
tory must keep international bimetallism 
tq the front. €hould silver rise to the 
parity, and stay there, the problem is 
Solyed; should silver continue, as I believe 
it will, to fluctuate around sonre point con- 
siderably below the parity, then the eco~- 
nomic difficulty in Europe, the gold pre- 
inlum—that barrier to all that Europe ex- 
ports to America—will be so formidable 
that some action will be secured in Europe 
to solve the question forever.” ‘ 

“And what do you think of the methods 
of fighting on both sides?” 

“There, again, I find a strong argument 
for supporting Bryan. The republican press 
is shouting for ‘sound money,’ ‘honest nron- 
ey, is denouncing free silver as ‘repudia- 
tion.” Why, these are the very lying argu- 
meuts imported into America from the 
Kuropean gold fanatics. This {s the exact 
*tyle of vituperation with which we in- 
ternational bimetallists are assailed every 
day in Europe. If the ‘gold party’ win by 
employing such arguments and such meth- 
ods, then they will afterward surely en- 
deavor to secure the lasting acceptance of 
the gold standard.” 

Gold Standard Could Not Remain. 

“Do you think, then, that the failure of 
the present free coinage nrovement will 
result in throwing the United States for- 
ever upon the gold standard?’ 

: “No! Because looking at the immense in- 
“Gebtedness of the United States, I do not 
‘think the gold standard is possible; but tn-

is not true, either. If the rise in silVer is 
to-Involve any such rise in gold prices, then 
the converse must also be true, .amely that 
the fall in silver has brought about the 
present great fall in gold prices. In other 
words, that because of the fall In silver, we 
are now using a 20-cent dollar-—a dollar 
which buys twice as much as twenty years 
aco. But as far as the workingman is 
concerned, it is to be remembered that his 
daily expenses are to a bigh degree con- 
stant. It is only wholesale prices which 
fluctuate violently. In the wholesale mar- 
kets prices have fallen irnereasingly, and 
in these markets a rise would be the salva- 
tion of the producing classes. 
As to the Laboring Man. 

“You will admit,” said Dr. Arendt, “‘that 
all history shows that the welfare of the 
working classes does not depend upon the 
price of bread, but upon the demand for 
their labor. If prices rise, of course the 
demand for labor increases; falling prices 
wre ever followed bv a decline of industrial 
enterprises, From Russia, for example, tjie 
very home of low prices, laborers are now 
migrating to Germany where prices are 
higher. Again from our eastern provinces 
in Germany, where the cost of living is 
extremely low, the human stream flows 
westward, even though living in western 
Germany is dénrer. The cost of living in 
the United States is far higher than in 
ltaly, still the American workingman does 
not emigrate to Italy. On the contrary, it 
is the Italian who emigrates to the United 
States, There is something unreal and 
shadowy abput this working class argu- 
ment. Labor gets its tolerably regular per- 
centage of all the wealth produced, If 
more wealth is produced in America, then, 
with free coinage, the working classes will 
get more of it. And free coinage, which 
will of course raise the price of silver, and 
thus raise the exchange rates with all 
Asia, will firmly establish many productive 
industries, the existence of which in 
America, and their transference to Asia is 
Seriously threatened by the present low 
price of silver. The especial money of the 
working classes is silver moncy; and to 
prevaricate, to shuffie and to frame theories 
that this ‘money should be kept ‘destandard- 
ized,’ as today, in order to protect that 
class which receives its wages in silver— 
such theories are a disgrade to those who 


continue to employ them, in the face of all

COERCION BY THE STANDARD 


EMPLOYES INSTRUCTED HOW TO 


VOTE OR QUIT. 


Compelled To Sign a Pledge that They 
Will Vote for Gold, Although 
They Are for Silver. 


Findlay, O., October 18.—(Special.)—A tre- 
mendous sensation was created here today 
by the announcement of the action ot the 
Standard Oil Company toward its em- 
ployes. For some time the company has 
had its officers instruct its men how 
they shall vote; and has been holding 
regulary schools of instruction, which all 
employes have been obliged to attend, and 
at which the gold standard doctrine was 
inculcated. Yesterday Alexander Johnson, 
field foreman of the Ohio Old Company, 
which is the operafing branch of the 
Standard in this field, took to each of the 
men under him a slip of paper, printeu 
with the words “Gold” and “Silver,’’ In 
large type, and every man was compelied 
to mark which ticket he would vole and 
sign the printed pledge that he would vote 
as he had marked. Nearly all of the men 
marked their cross after the word gold, 
although they had been almost unanimous, 
ly for silver before the coercive measures 
were adopted. ,

‘ADVISES HEARERS TO RESPECT EACH OTHER 


Candidate Attends Church and Last 
Night at 11 O’clock Left for 
Dayton, 0., To Speak Today. 


Detroit, Mich., October 18.~—The rule es- 
tablished by William J. Bryan to avoid 
any public utterances on Sunday ‘was 
broken tonight when he spoke briefly to a 
crowd of newsboys at the Newsboys’ hall. 
He did it to oblige his friend and sup- 
porter, Colonel I. G. Butler, president of 
the Newsboys’ Association. 

At Mir. Bryan’s request the affair was 
kept very quiet and outside of the little 
venders a few visitors only were present. 
This was his speech: 

“™oys, I did not come to make a speech 
tonight because this is the day that I rest 
and I have felt the need of having a day 
of rest more recently than ever before. 
But I came because I never like to decline 
an invitation to be present. at any place 
where an endeavor is being made to do 
good. And I don’t know of any work 
which is better, than that work which is 
done for boys. We were all boys o1uce— 
and some of us not so very lot.g ago—and 
when I see boys I am reminded of what 
one of our presidents—I think it was Gar- 
field—said, that you could not tell what 
possibilities were buttoned up under the 
vest of a boy. 

“We are not ourselves responsiodie for the 
surroundings of youth. We are born ito 
this world and the surroundiny#s meet us 
and to a certain extent they affect us. But 
beyond that we have much to do with 
shaping our own course. What we amount 
to in this world depends upon the ideas 
which we have. Some one has said that a 
person who aims at the stars will shoot 
higher, which simply means that those who 
have the highest ideas will acco-nplish 
most. A meeting of this kind where they 
teach you patriotism, where they teach 
you regard for each other, respect for 
each other’s rights, necessarily elevates 
your ideas, gives you hbroadcur views of 
life, and those views will help you to ac- 
complish more. Now, in this country in 
which we live, boys, are more blessed than 
in any other country on earth, because 
he boy in this country has everything 

nen to him and ‘the boy in this cougtry 
may accomplish more than he can in any 
other country. Now, there are times when 
a human life, or many human lives, will 
depend’ upon the action of one person; 
there are times when the welfare of the 
community will depend on one person;

person may become in the destinies of the 
nation, how useful he may be to his fek- 
lows, to society, you can see that if a 
kind word or act should be the cause of 
getting that boy started right, leading him 
up to take advantage of his opportunittes, 
what results may follow. 
Doing Right Always Pays. 

“T want you to remember that no g00d 
ever comes to boys or men from doing 
wrong and that right always pays. I know 
it is hard always to believe, but if you take 
the broad view of life and its possibilities 
you will find. that it always pays to co 
what you belfeve is right. It is always 
necessary that you should try to find out 
what right is and the education which you 
receive in the schools enables you to sce 
things and understand things and then 
the desire ta do the best thing leads you 
to take advantage of the opportunities 
that are offered to you. I feel interested 
in you boys who are starting out so young 


having to depend on our own .exertions, 
were carried forward by others. i am not 
sure that you who begin this life of inde- 
pendence and of necessary activity so early 
have an advantage over us who did not, 
but whether you have the advantage or not, 
if you improve every opportunity that 
comes and let your motto be ‘treat every 
one as you would have that person treat 
you,” and make the best opportunity of 
everything that comes within your reach, 
that your conscience 
condemns you for, when you get to be an 
old man you will be’ able to look back and 
be grateful to Colonel Butler and to those 
who are associated with him in this effort 
to give you higher ideas and to give you 
words of encouragement in the year of 
your youth; and unless I am mistaken, the 
older you grow the deeper will be your 
feeling of gratitude toward those who 
gave you this kindly assistance when you 
were boys. 

“T want you to remember this aiso: that 
you are not:the only ones who are bene- 
fited by these things, because the Creator 
has so arranged the things of this worid 
that when we try to help others we help 
ourselves. Those who have tried to heip 
you, those who have tried to do you good, 
find that they themselves are benefited by 
the operation. While they are trying to 
make your lives happy, their own lives are 
made happier. If I can leave this idea with 
you I think that it may be of use to you: 
that the highest good that can come to you 
is from doing something for others and 
you will find among your playmates that 
the boy who does most for the boys around 
him is the boy who is liked best, and is the 
boy who enjoys himself most.’

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan attended services at 
the Westminster Presbyterian church this 
morning in company with Colonel I. G. But- 
ler, Hon. J. R. Whiting, candidate for the 
lieutenant governorship on the fusion tick- 
et; Mrs. Whiting and John W. Tomlinson, 
of Alabama. 

Rev. Dr. Patterson preached a sermon 
about hard times, basing it on a statement 
showing that the home missionary society 
of the Presbyterian church was from three 
to six months behind in the payment of 
salaries to its workers. No direct allusion 
to political subjects was made. 

In the evening Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, Mr.

linson and D. J. Campeau went from the 
Cadillac house, where they were Mr. Cam- 
pau’s guests, to dine at the residence of 
George Moore.

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ONE TUSSLE WITH LAW ENOUGH 
Owner Bisbee Says the Boat Is we 
Engaged in a Legitimate Busi- 
ness and Ready To Answer. 


Brunswick, Gaj October 18.—(Special,)— 
Since the recent departure of the tug 
Dauntless from Jacksonville under the 
very noses of the revenue marine and offi- 
cers of the United States cruiser Newark 
the interest in her supposed destination 
and present whereabouts has grown daily, 

There seems to be an tmpression in the 
minds of many that the Dauntless is off 
on another alleged filibustering trip. There 
are good grounds for this impression. It 
is also generally believed that the Daunt- 
less will return soon from her present 
cruise and enter a southern port. Having 
Studied the Dauntless case from a close 
point of observation and with gvod facili- 
ties for keeping posted on her movements, 
t am one of a few who do not believe the 
Dauntless will be heard from again soon. 
Reasons in support of this theory are 
many. If the Dauntless is really in the 
employ of the Cuban junta or their agents, 
she would gain nothing by returning to 
an American port. She is now suspected 
Strongly of filibustering. Her . return 
would doubtless result in immediate seiz- 
ure by the government authorities, and tho 
best her owners could hope for world be 
to get off with a week's delay. These de- 
lays are expensive when they affect such 
a costly piece of property as a tugboat. 

No one is more fully aware of these facts 
than the owner of the Dauntless. From 
various sources I have reasons to believe 
that the Dauntless would not be in her 
present plight with the government au- 
thorities had it not been for a bungling of 
orders at this point when she returned 
from her last cruise. On her arrival the 
night before her entry over the Brunswick 
bar she lay owtside all night long. Assist- 
ence in the way of coal and supplies were 
expected to be brought to her. Her pres- 
ent owner went down on the Inca early 
and communicated with her officers. The 
mixture of orders was then straightened 
out, but the trouble was on. Quarantine 
Officer Bersford had sighted the craft and, 
acting under direct instructions, was after 
her. Had the orders not been bungied the 
Dauntless would probably never have 
crossed the bar. She would doubtless have 
received her coal and supplies outside and 
procéeded on her business without coming 
inside the limit of the quarantine rules and 
by virtue of that fact placing herself di- 
rectly in the government’s hands. Wheth- 
er she would have made port again to 
this day is a matter of opinion, and those 
who seem to know answer in the nega- 
tive. 

But that bungle in the orders at this 
point did the business. It was too late to 
back out after she was once in sight of 
quarantine and they made the best of it. 
What followed, briefly reviewed, is that 
the Dauntless went thruugh quarantine, 
thence into the collector of  custors’ 
hands, from there to the United States 
marshal’s office, followed by a libel on the 
part of the govermment and her subse- 
qtent bonding to answer before the United 
States district court on Octuber 12th. 

Following her release on bouwd came the 
arrest of her master, engineer and fireman 
and their being bound over to appear be- 
fore the same court on the seccend Tuesday 
in November next. The charge against 
the Dauntless is for violation of the uavi- 
gition laws ot the United States. Her 
crew will answer to the charge of violating 
the neutrality laws. 

Having undergone this experience, it is 
fair to presume that her owner will profit 
thereby and not again run his neck into 
a noose. There will be no more bungling 
of orders. If, as alleged, the Dauntless is 
engaged in the filibustering trade she will 
not again be seen in wn Amerlean port 
until filibustering operations ceauxe. 

The determination on the part of this 
government to stop violations of the neu- 
trality laws is evident on every hand. 
There is not an officer of the government's 
custom or marine service who is not aware 
of this desire. Every cuusulate of the 
Spanish government in this section of 
Georgia and all over Florida is conostuntly 
on the lookout for evidence to base actions 
against individuals and boats for stuch vio- 
Jations. The secret service departiaent of 
the national government is also alding in 
the work, and these forces are cou,bdined 
under practically the same instructiuns to 
stop filibustering. On the other hand the 
sympathies of the majority of citizens 
generally, both in Georgia and Florida, are 
united in support of the Cuban cause, 
Every obstacle known or suggested is used 
to block the progress of investigations. 
Deceptive rumors are set afloat to throw 
the government authorities off the track, 
and every man known to be or suspevied 
of being in the employ of the Spanish 
government or secret service is des'gnated 
and pointed out as a “spy.’’ Men and buys 
work for the supposed agents of the junta 
without reward or hope. of reward. It is 
a case where the sympathies of the whoie 
people seem to be on one s‘de and the 
efforts of the government on the other and 
with no prospects of a change in either 
direction. 

In the meantime, Mr. W. A. Bisbee, the 
owner of the Dauntless, seems to be Jess 
worried than either the public or govern- 
ment officials. He denies that his vessel 
is in the filibuster'ng trade, and claims it 
can be brought into any Georgia or Florida 
port within forty-e'ght hours’ notice. He 
says this will not be done, however, unless 
there is business demanding the boat’s at- 
tention sufficiently to warrant her trans- 
fer from her present place of legitimate 
operations.

DAUNTLESS SAID TO HAVE MORE 
ARMS FOR CUBA. 


Suspicious Actions of Vessels Off Tur- 
tle Island, Where Cubans Have 
a Storehouse for Supplies. 


Miami, Fla., Ocfober 18.—(Special,)— 
While federal officials have been wonder- 
ing what has become of the Dauntless 
since she landed the munitions in Cuba, 
which were taken on at Palm Beach, about 
ten days ago, that vessel has been busily 
engaged in landing more arms for the in- 
surgents. She made her second landing 
about Tuesday of last week and it is sild 
she is now on her third trip to the island. 

The Dauntless got the arms from a smal] 
island at the lower end of Turtle harbor, 
where the Cubans have @stablished a store 
for supplies. The munitions of war, medi- 
cines and stores, are taken to the island 
by sailing vessels, and as the place is 
fifty miles south of here, there has been 
little danger of detection. A supply of 
coal in sacks has also been landed on the 
isand and this accounts for the length 
of time the Dauntless has been away trom 
any port where she could have obtained 
fuel. 

The Dauntless 1s now under bond be- 
cause of a former trip and will avoid be- 
ing vlaced again in custody until her 
contract. for five trips to Cuba is com- 
pleted.

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WILEY THOMPSON SURRENDERS 


Charged with the Murder of Garvin 
Allen Near Augusta. 
Augusta, Ga., October 18.—(Special.)—The 
return of young Wiley Thompson, son of 
Mr. Jesse Thompson,.one of our most 
prominent citizens, and his voluntary sur- 
render to the sheriff of Aiken county is 

the topic of conversation today. 

Young Thompson is charged with the 
murder of Garvin Allen at a dance a few 
miles across the river, at the house of 
Mrs. Joplings nearly a yeaP ago. The 
dance was had in a pavilion near Mrs, 
Jopling’s house and everything went right 
merrily until three uninvited guests made 
their appearance. They were intoxicated. 
These uninvited guests were Garvin Allen, 
Robert Wilson and James P. Gadis. 

In spite of objections they entered. As 
Wilson entered the pavilion he was set 
upon by the young men and pushed out of 
the door. At the same time Allen was 
set upon and beaten by others of the 
dancers, and as he turned to avoid them a 
pistol was fired and Allen fell forward on 
his face dead. 

Gadis and a negro put him in the hack 
as quickly as possible and drove back to 
the city, arriving here about 1 o’clock that 
hight. They went to police headquarters 
with the dead man and Gadis related the 
story. 

Circumstances brought out in the investi- 
gation, coupled with the disappearance of 
Wiley Thompson, who was one of the 
guects at the dance, led the coroner’s jury 
to charge him with the murder. But since 
the occurrence no trace of him has been 
found by the authorities. It is claimed that 
he only stayed away to prevent remaining 
in jail during: the time that has intervened 
before his trial, which will take place Tues- 
day at Aiken. 

Though all the parties are from Augusta, 
the killing was in Aiken county, South 
Carolina, and the trial will be there.

PRIEST SPEAKS FOR SILVER. 


Father Hannan Addresses. Catholics 
of Baltimore. 

Baltimore, Md., October 18.—Rev. Eugene 
A. Hannan, of St. Martin’s Catholic 
church, Fulton avenue and Fayette street, 
created something of a sensation last night 
by appearing at the hall of the United 
Catholic Literary Association of Pius Mem- 
ortal church, Schroeder street and Ed- 
mondson avenue, und delivering a lecture 
upholding the doctrine of the free coinage 
of silver and tncidentally rapping Arch- 
bishop Ireland, of St. Paul, Minn., who 
published a lengthy statement yesterday 
calling upon all citizens to support the 
single standard and MeKinley. © 

Father Hannan {fs the firat Catholic cler- 
gyman to publicly appear in a political dis- 
cussion, and he says that in times like 
these every man ought to get down from 
his pedestal and take an interest in what 
is going on about him. At the ontset he 
said: 

“It is, indeed, a battle of the standards; 
not a bloody war of the. roses, red and 
white, but-a bloodless battle of the stand- 
ards, silver and goid. The free people of 
a free country are divided into hostile 
camps.” He did not leave his position 
“As for me, I 
arn proud to range myself with the masses. 
Not that { would array the masses against 
the classes, but, as.one of a class, I am 
quick to declare that it is the duty of 
every man to be a niin; aye, a man of the 
people and for the people.’”’ 

Speaking of money he suid: 

“Appreciation of money means a fall in 
the price of commodities. Depreciation of 
money mneans a rise in the price of commo- 
dities. Dear money means lower prices, 
cheaper money, and cheap money is un- 
doubtedly the best moncy. lt means 
higher prices. Dear money is the worst 
money for the generality of people, becatise 
it is harder to get.” Again: “‘When the 
volume of currency is lessened, or made 
smaller, there is contraction. When the 
volume of money is increased, or made 
larger, there is inflation. Between inflation 
or contraction you must make a choice. 
Which do you prefer, more money or less 
mouey? More money for you, more money 
for your friends and relatives? More 
money for your community and for your 
country, or less money? 

“You will nutice,”’” he said, “that I dwell 
on the quantity of money, rather than the 
quality, whereas’ at this time it seems 


I cannot get a gold dollar, not one. Last 
year I went to the United States custom 
house und I could not get one gold dollar. 
Gold dvilars, the unit of value, must be 
bought in a curiosity shop. They are worth 
more than 100 cents. If any men, be he

- One of the most conspicuous goldbugs 
in the country at this important crisis 
is ex-Congressman William D. Bynum, 
of Indiana. It was Mr. Bynum who engi- 
neered the dead men’s convention ‘in 
Indianapolis a short while back, and 
who is responsible, in a measure, for the 
goldbug ticket, headed by Palmer and 
Buckner. Althongh the ex-congress- 
man is deeply imbued with the gold- 
bug idea, he has never been able to give 
a satisfactory reason for the faith that 
is in him, nor fo explain why it is that 
he is no longer in favor of the white 


metal. 

In a speech which he delivered in the 
house of representatives, May 13, 1880, 
Mr. Bynum said: 


The demonetization of silver was @ 
most serious blow to our agricultural 
industry. It was done in the interest 
of capital and against the producers 
and the debtor class. The conception 
and enactment of such a measure, when 
the people were recovering from the 
losses of a terrible war, and the nation 
had outsianding a large amount of bonds, 
payable in coin, truly illustrate the mer- 
ciless greed of the mogey power to 
grasp the entire wealth 5f£ the country 
and reduce the people to the condition 
of slaves, 

From the time of the demonetization 
of silver to the present time the price of 
silver bullion has been going down, In 
1873 it was worth par, while today it is 
worth 7914 cents on the dollar. The par- 
tial restoration of coinage in 1877 gave 
some relief to the debtor classes by sup- 
plying about $24,000,000 of money per an- 
num, but the coinage of that amount, 
being only about half of our output, did 
not arrest the downdard tendency of sil- 
ver bullion. 

From 1878 to the present time we have 
exported about $220,000,000 worth of sil- 
ver bullion. The farmers of India using 
nothing but silver, and having but little 
of that, here was a grand field for the 
Europeans. They bought our silver at a 
large discount; passed it off in India at 
par; developed the agricultural fields 
there; built railroads and purchased all 
the wheat that could be raised, and are 
fast forcing the American farmers out 
of their market. It is the profit made 
upon our silver, which we should have 
coined into money, that has enabled the 
British government to develop her pos- 
sessions in India and to draw from there 
a@ great portion of her supplies.

Historic Old Princeton. 

The sesqui-centennial anniversary of 
Princeton colf€ge, one of the oldest and 
most famous institutions of learning 
in America, will be observed during the 
present week. 

Interesting exercises have been al 
ranged for the celebration, including a 
scholarly address from Dr. Woodrow 
Wilson, a member of the faculty, and 
one of the most gifted divines in the 
country. The college grounds will be a 
Mecca of the old graduates of Prince- 
ton, many of whom will lay aside their 
pastoral cares and respond to the af- 
fectionate summons of their alma mater 
during the present week. 

One of the marked changes which the 
celebration of the sesqui-centennial in- 
augurates is the assumption of the new 
title by which the instituion will he 
known in the future. Heretofore the 
name has been simply that of Prince 
ton college. From this time on it will 
be known as Princeton university. 

It was on the 22d of October, 1746, that 
Princeton college was founded. Since 
that time its record has been one of con- 
tinuous and unbroken usefulness, and 
hundreds of young men have graduated 
from its classrooms into the busy walks 
of life. Some have achieved national 
fame as ministers of fhe gospel: others 
have climbed into high and distin- 
guished political seats. The history of 
the old college is radiant with illustri- 
ons names and its record for the past 150 
years has been one of usefulness and 
honor. Georgia unites with the other 
states of fhe union in wishing for old 
Princeton a long and prosperous career 
in the future.

There was a prayer again and the choir 
sang. Somfe announcements were made 
and then as an immediate prelude to the 
germon, the congregation sang “Tell Me 
the Old, Old Story.”’ Yet again the sing- 
ing was perfect. If I had been there on 
the front seat, I could not have heard bet- 


ter. 


Then canfe the sermon—a sermon well 
delivered and possessing that not too com- 
mon virtue of sermons, of being well spok- 
en. One did not need to see Dr. O'Kelly 
to know that his voi¢e was. excellently 
fitted for the pulpit. He speaks with ease 
and grace and his sermon was an im- 
pressive one. . 

The delicate instrament bore every word 
and intonation of the earnest man. I al- 
most said I could perceive his gestures. I 
missed none of the words. 

The sermon finished, the congregation 
sang and were dismissed. Looking out on 
the sidewalk, I saw people going home 
from church—here in Atlanta. 

By just the slightest stretch of the imag- 
ination I could see Dr. O’Kelly’s congre- 
gation filing out into the bright October 
sunshine. 

The telephone had taken me to church.

Says He Has Taken the Question Un- 
der Careful Consideration. 


ELECTION OCCURS LATE IN DECEMBER 


Judge W. BR. Hammond Talks About 
the Special Convention Which 


Has Been Suggested. 


The committee appointed from the At- 
lanta Bar Association Saturday morning to 
confer with. Judge John L. Hopkins in re- 
gard to his candidacy for the supreme 
court bench will hold a meeting this after- 
noon at 4 o’clock and will then officially 
inform Judge Hopkins of the action of the 
association. 


His indorsement by the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation was a surprise to Judge Hopkins, | 


and while he was unprepared for this ac- 
tion, he stated that he would take the mat- 
ter under advisement and would endeavor, 
after careful consideration, to do what was 
for the best interests of the state. As yet 
he is undecided as to what course he will 
pursue and his decision is looked forward 
to with much interest. 

The fact that the action of the bar as- 
sociation was spontaneous as well as 
unanimous is a beautiful tribute to the 
high esteem and confidence in which Judge 
Hopkins is held by the members of his pro- 
fession and he is not slow to appreciate 
the honor that has been conferred upon 
him. But as great as the honor may be it 
is known that he would not be influenced 
to enter the race unless he was first im- 
pressed with the fact that he could serve 
his state and profession in this capacity. 
From a pecuniary standpoint it is not 
likely that the bench of the supreme court 
could offer any inducement to. him. 

When the special committee calls upcn 
him this afternoon he will doubtless ask 
for further time in which to consider the’ 
question and his decision may not be an- 
nounced for several days. 

The members of the bar association and 
his friends throughout the state are await- 
ing his determination with interest. The 
result of the visit of. the committee this 
afternoon may in a measure indicate the 
policy to be pursued by Judge Hopkins in 
regard to the matter. 

Hammond on the Convention. 

Judge W. R. Hammond, who has given 


the question as to the best method of 


nominating the candidates to the supreme 
bench much thought and consideration, be- 
lieves the question should be decided by a 
special convention to be composed of dele- 
gates from each congressional district. 


“I think,” said Judge Hammond yester- 
day, “the selection of supreme court judges 
by the direct vote of the people, it being 
the first time in the history of our state 
that they have been so chosen, so far as I 
know, ought to be done in such a way as 
to leave no doubt in the minds of the peo- 
ple, when the result has been reached, 
that the work has really been done by 
them and not by the political maneuvering 
of any of the candidates or their friends. 

“One method of accomplishing this would 
be to let the people vote directly for the 
candidates, either with or without a pri- 
mary. But either of these methods has 
many objections. The voters, as a rule, 
are uninformed as to who the best men 
are and there is not time enough for them 
to acquire full and raliable information. 

“It. seems to me that they will have to 
délegate some body of men, in the form 
of a convention, to nominate candidates, I 
would be glad to see the different political 
parties meet in convention, on the same 
day, and put forward their candidates. 
Perhaps a compromise could be agreed on 
and three strong men be put forward who 
would be acceptable to all the reople. 

“The court should be non-partiscan. I do 
not’ mean by that that it should not be 
composed exclusively of democrats, but if 
we could get a better court, and one that 
would suit all the pecple, by giving some 
representation on the bench to some other 
party, I think all fair and impartial men 
would be willing. 

“I think a political convention selected 
in the ordinary way would be too large 
a body of men, and would be more liable 
to be governed by passions and prejudices 
that often carry men away when they 
meet in large popular bodies. I think the 
men composing the convention should be of 
high character, and thoroughly {mpartial. 
Not one of them should come in the inter- 
ests of any candidate, but they should meet 
and deliberate and select good, strong, rep- 
resentative men for the bench. 

“The selection of delegates to such a con- 
vention could best be made by letting them 
be elected by the voters of the various con- 
gressional districts. I would say, not less 
than ten nor more than fifteen should be 
selected from each congressional district. 
The selection in that way would give us 
representative men. It would hardly be 
possible for any candidate to manipulate a 
whole district. The larger the area from 
which you make a selection the more likely 
you are to get representative men. Each 
delegate would have to get his right to 
sit in such a@ convention by the votes of 
the entire district, and not by those of his 
own county alone. The result would be 
that the delegates so chosen would be rep- 
resentative men, because they would have 
to be sufficiently well known to command 
the support and confidence of a much larger 
number of voters than is the case where 
one offers himself as a delegate to an 
ordinary political convention. 

“There could be no objection to this plan 
on the ground that one section would have 
the advantage of any other on the score of 
being less populous, because the congres- 
sional districts are laid off according to 
popuiation; whereas, according to the or- 
dinary plan, some counties would have far 
too much weight, as, with a population of 
three to five thousand, they would have as 
great representative power as others that 
have five or six times that number.” 


Election by the People. 

Under the recent amendment to the su- 
preme court, which was passed and adopted 
at the last state and county election, the 
Selection of supreme court judge and as- 
gociate judges comes within the province 
of the people. 

Heretofore the people have had no voice 
In the election, as the judge and his as- 
sociates have been chosen by the gencral 
assembly. Under the recently adopted 
amendment the election is by thé people, 
and provision is made for the election to 
be held on the fourth Monday in December. 

If the suggestion of Judge Mammond is 
carried into execution, the candidates will 
be nominated by the special convention he 
Proposes, and for the first time the occu- 
Pants of the supreme bench will be voiced 
by the people of the state.

Methodist Last Night in Remem- 
eres branee of the Dead. 


The Confederate Veterans’ Association 
held its annual memorial services at the 
se Re pana t church last evening. The 


gate in their hall over the Gate City 
Guard’s armory early in the evening, and 
Promptly at 7:30 o'clock they marched to 
the church, which stands just across the 
Way and took the places that had been 
reserved for them near the pulpit. 
Some of them walked with a firm sol- 
dierly tread, while others used crutches. 
Some of thém stood erect with the old, 
proud bearing of the sixtics and some of 


them were old and bent and gray-headed. 


None of them knew but what their names 
would be on the list of the dead at the 
next memorial service. 

The list of the dead showed that seven 
members of the essociation had died during 
the past year. Dr. A. R. Holderby and 
Dr. T. P. Cleveland both made short ad- 
dresses. The former took as his subject 
the three principal requirements of a good 
soldier, “Faith, Courage and “Obedience.” 
He made a very impressive ‘talk and at 
the end showed that the same things 
are required of a soldier who carries a 
musket that are required of a soldier of 
the cross. 

Dr. Cleveland spoke of the association 
and its work. He showed what it 
did and what it had accomplished. He 
reviewed the list of the dead, and remarked 
that. the list was headed by a private sol- 
dier, Dr, Israel Jacobs. He paid a tribute 
to that private soldier, and concluded by 
saying that without the privates there 
would have been no officers.

OSBORN BREAKS HIS FAST. 


The Crazy Murderer Tastes Food for 
the First Time in Four Days. 
Ben H. Osborn, the lunatic, who is con- 
fined in the Fulton county jail for the mur- 
der of Theodore Schrader, broke his fast 
of four days yesterday morning. For the 
first time since last Tuesday he tasted 

food, and ate a hearty breakfast. 

Osborn’s condition was becoming alarm- 
ing. His long starvation had made him 
thin and haggard, and he would have un. 
doubtedly died in another week had he 
not taken food. Up to yesterday when his 
meals were placed in his cell he seemed to 
think the food was poison, and, tedring it 
into small particles, would hurl it out the 
window of his cell. 

The condition of the unfortunate man 
was perh somewhat ftmproved yester- 
day. He h a milder look in his eyes, and 
did not appear to be so rampant. He is still 
demoniacal, however, and absolutely re- 
fuses to talk. ~ 

His. antics yesterday in his cell were 
peculiar. He stood the greater part of the 
day at the iron door, with one hand thrust 
through the bars. His fingers were con- 
g@tantly moving as if he were trying to 
pull the trigger of a pistol, and he would 
cry out occasionally for that mythical 
dog which held his soul. 

Osborn is under the care of physicians, 
and it is thought he will jmprove hereafter. 
He seems to have come to a realization that 
he must eat if he wishes to live, and this 
is regarded as a hopeful sign. 

The report that he attempted to commit 
suicide Friday afternoon is positively de- 
nied by Jailer Eubanks and his assistants. 
“There is absolutely nothing in the report,” 
said Mr. Eubanks yesterday, ‘‘and as for 
Osborn trying to choke himself to death 
with his hands and biting at the trusties 
as they entered his cell, it ‘s utterly ab- 
surd, Nothing of the kind has ever occur- 
red here.”’ 

All the guards and iall the trusties cor- 
roborate Jailer Eubanks’s statement, and 
say if Osborn ever tried to commit suicide 
they know rothing of it. 


IMMIGRANTS COME NEXT WEEK. 


People from Indiana and Illinois Come 
To Settle in Georgia. 
Ex-Governor Northen’s influx of immi- 
grants from the northern and middle west- 
ern states will begin next Wednesday week, 
when two excursions arrive here from 

Indiara and Illinois respect.vely. 

The ex-governor went to Chicago about 

a month ago and established a number of 
agencies over northern and western states, 
some of tho largest being in Ch cago, Indi- 
anapolis and Milwaukee. In all he has 
about fifty agencies of the Southern Im- 
migration Bureau scattered through two 
or three states in this portion of the coun- 
try. 
“The ex-governor’s plan of bringing the 
immigrants south is to have a special train 
run the first and last Tuesdays in each 
month, and rext Wednesday week the first 
excursion will arrive here. Governor Nor- 
then has a letter from his Chicago agent 
saying that a large number will come on 
special rates from that place to settle 
in Georgia. He also has word from his 
agent in Fowler, Ind., to the effect that a 
delegation of about fifteen “iermans, repre- 
senting a colony af Germans in Indiana, 
will come on next Wednesday. They will 
leave for Atlanta Tuesday, and upon ar- 
riving here Wednesday they will go im- 
mediately to Governor Northen’s office and 
make final arrangements for settlement In’ 
some portion of the state. 

The plan upon which Governor Northen 
conducts his agencies is this: He furnishes 
all his agents with literature issued by the 
bureau, which is d’stributed throughout 
the territory assigned to the agents, and 
the immigrants make their arrangements 
to come here through the agents. After 
getting here they ere settled at some place 
desirable to them by Governor Northen.

COUNCIL WILL TAKE. ACTION 
Mr. Inman Insists that His Resigna- 
tion Be Accepteh 


HIS SUCCESSOR WILL BE NAMED TODAY 


Mr. Thod A. Hammond and Dr. R. D. 
Spalding Have Been Suggested 
To Fill the Vacancy. 


The resignation of Mr, Sam M. Inman as 
@ member of the board of education will 
be acted upon this afternoon at the regu- 
lar session of the general council and the 
paper will doubtless be accepted. 

The resignation was tendered by Mr. In- 
man several weeks ago, but the matter was 
postponed, it is said, on account of the 
expressed desire of several members of the 
board to have an opportunity of conferring 
with Mr. Inman in regard to the resigna- 
tion. i 

It was understood Saturday that Mr, In- 
man declined to reconsider his action and 
asked that the communication be presented 
to the council with the request that the 
resignation be accepted. The paper has 
been in the possession of Mayor King for 
some time, it is said, and he will send a 
communication to the council which will be 
presented this afternoon, informing that 
body that Mr. Inman declines to withdraw 
his resignation. 

(Mr. Inman has been an active member 
of the board of education for quite awhile 
and during that period he has been promi- 
nently identified in many movements that 


have been made by the board. Several — 


weeks ago he planned to make an exten- 
sive trip that would call him away from 
the city an unlimited length of time and 
he concluded that it would be best for the 
interest of the scholars that he resign from 
the board so that his successor might be 
selected. Mr. Inman’s friends protested at 
this action, believing that the board would 
not suffer on account of his absence and 
hoping that he would return much sooner 
than he then expected. 

For these reasons the resignation was not 
acted upon when it was first presented sev- 
eral weeks ago and Mr. Inman’s friends 
wrote him to rescind action and withdraw 
his resignation. Mr. Inman now states that 
he has carefully considered everything and 
declines to withdraw the paper. 

Mr. Inman is at present in New York and 
is actively engaged in business with his 
brother, Mr. John H. Inman. His address 
has been the Waldorf since early sum- 
mer and it is probably true that he will be 
a resident of the metropolis for some time 
to come. Just prior to the time he left for 
New York it was rumored that he would 
transfer all of his Atlanta business inter- 
ests to that city, but the rumor was denied. 

Apropos of the resignation of Mr. In- 
man the selection of his successor is being 
discussed with much interest by the mem- 
bers of the board of education. 

Among those who have been mentioned 
as the probable successor to Mr. Inman is 
Mr. Thod A. Hammond, the well-Known at- 
torney. This suggestion has met with the 
approval of many’ who are watching the 
situation. Of course Mr. Hammond has 
taken no position in the matter and it is 
doubtful whether the rumors connecting 
his name with the proposed action of the 
council has reached his ears. 

Dr. R. D. Spalding is another who has 
been suggested by the friends of the school 
and it is said that his election will be urged 
because nearly all denominations are repre- 
sented in the board except the Catholic 
church, 

Others have been mentioned in this con- 
nection and several names will doubtless 
be placed in nomination this afternoon 
when Mr. Inman’s resignation is accepted.

} MR. WELBORN HILL FIGHTS IT 


It Will Come Up in a Report Before 
Council Today. 


AND WILL CAUSE A LIVELY DISCUSSION 


The Report Will Also Favor the 
Abolition of Mr. Clarence 
Moore’s Place. 


This afternoon's session of the city coun- 
cil will decide the question whether or not 
Messrs. Welborn Hill and Clarenee Moore 
are to have the plums which aré now 
practically in their hands. The natural 
sequénce is that the meeting will be of 
much interest to these two gentiemen. 

The proposition to do away with the office 
of city marshal, to which Mr. Hill is nom- 
inee, and the office of clerk of the water 
board, at present being held by Mr. Clar- 
ence Moore, will be voted en. A resolution 
to this effect has been approved by the 
special committee of the council appointed 
‘to look into the advisability of such a 
step. This committee acted last Friday 
and Messrs. Inman, Maddox, Dimmock and 
Woodward voted for the resolution in favor 
of abolition and the other three members, 
Messrs. Day, Colvin and Mayson,| voted 
against it. The resolution duly approved 
by the committee, will go before the coun- 
cil this afternoon. 

Naturally, Mr. Welborn Hill, who is nom- 
inated for the city marshal’s office, is 
strongly opposed to the resolution., That 
there will be a lively fight when the mat- 
ter comes up for decision there is no 
doubt. Already quite a dissension has 
arisen among the members of the council 
as to the advisability of abolishing this 
Office. Both sides claim victory. 

Mr. Hill claims that it would be unfair 
for the council to do away with the mar- 
shal’s office now after the campaign is 
over and after both he and the defeated 
candidate have spent money in conducting 
their campaigns. 

“I know nothing as to the feasibility 
of the plan suggested by the committee, 
but I know it would be unfair to me,” said 
Mr. Hill. “I understood, and Mr. Hum- 
phries also understood, that this question 
was settled before the August nomination. 
I understand it was up before the council] 
about four months before the August pri- 
mary and they should either have notified 
us that it would be brought up again or 
have settled it then. The matter simply 
dropped in the council and we were under 
the impression that it was over with.” : 

What Alderman Woodward Says. 

The resolution was introduced by Alder- 
man Woodward, and he is the leading 
champion of the abolition of the two afore- 
said offices. It’s in the interest of econ- 
omy, he says. He claims that after a cer- 
tain time the city tax collector turns over 
all tax not collected to the city marshal, 
and from then on the city tax callector 
is not kept busy. He wants to consolidate 
the two offices. An act authorizing the 
council to do this was passed by the legis- 
lature a year or two ago, and the council 
needs no further consent. The resolution 
does away entirely with te offigeref clerk 
of the water board, whieh is at present 
filled by Mr. Clarence Moore. 

Those opposed to the resolution deny 
that abolishing the marshal’s office would 
be an economical gtep. Alderman Howell, 
of the north side, ‘said of the Woodward 
resolution: 

“IT am opposed to the change. In the 
first place, it is evidently unfair to Mr. 
Hill. He was not even given notice that 
the matter would be brought before the 
cowncil again, but was allowed to go ahead 
and make the campaign. Then, I can’t see 
any economy in such a step. The city mar- 
shal is the only executive officer the city 
has. He is the only officer with authority 
to preserve order in council] meetings and 
the like, and should the office be abolished 
it would necessitate the re-establishment 
of the office of sergeant-at-arms. | Then 
the force in the tax collector’s office would 
have to be increased to do the work of the 
city marshal and his assistants. Instead 
of seeing economy in it, I think {t would 
increase expenses. As for a clerk for the 
water board, I think it is very necessary 
that that board should have one.” 

This about accurately defines the posttion 
of all of the members of the council] who 
oppose the charre. They intend ta show 
that there would be no lessening of ex- 
nenses by abolishing the offices mentioned. 
To help substantiate their position, it is 
very likely that Mr. William P. Hill will] go 
before the body and argue against the 
resolution, using facts which he collected 
about four years ago when he was appoint- 
ed by the counril to report on this same 
question. Mr. Hill reported adversély on 
the question of abolishing the city' mar- 
shal’s office, and this report will be argued 
this afternoon. 

Counciiman H. T. Inman i!s in faivor of 
abolishing the office. 

“We must economize in running our city 
government,”’ he said. “I think it would be 
a measure of economy. We have reduced 
taxation to 14% per cent by such econo- 
mies.’’ 

Several members of the council say that 
they have taken no position as yet but 
will wait until they hear the argument be- 
fore they dec'de how thev shall vote.

YELLOW FEVER AND SMALLPOX 


Two Diseases that Are Raging Among 
the Spanish Soldiers. 

Washington, October 18.—Public Health 
Reports, the weekly bulletin issued by the 
marine hospital service, for the current 
week contains a report in detail from D. M. 
Burgess, sanitary inspector, of the appear- 
ance of yellow fever on the American 
schooner Florence and Lillian, which sailed 
from Havana for Pascogoula, Fila., on the 
2d instant. 

One of the sailors was taken sick while 
the schooner lay at the Tallapiedra wherf, 
and after removal to the hospital died 
there. The vessel, Dr. Burgess stated, was 
fairly clean and her crew were well vac- 
cirnated while at Havana. 

A further report from Dr. Burgess, dated 
the 10th instant, stated that in the week 
ending October 6th there were fifty-four 
deat? » Havana from yellow fever and 
' Forty-seven of the fifty- 
four deaths were among Spanish soldiers. 
He say» the disease about holds its own 
among the troops. Ipox has increased 
very much, there having been sixty-seven 
deaths, more than twice as many as in the 
preceding week,

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Dr. J. W. Heidt preached at Trinity 
yesterday morning in Dr. Roberts’s stead. 
There was a large congregation out to

Dr. Heidt spoke of the second coming of 
Christ.

Dr. Heidt said, ‘“‘is in the 2oth 
chapter of the gospel of St. Matthew. 
It is about the marriage feast. It is shown 
there the five wise and five foolish virgins. 
The five wise virgins had their lamps filled 
with oil. but the five foolish virgins had 
no oil in their lamps. They were all alike 
except this difference. That is a good il- 
lustration of how we will be. We are all 
alike in form like the virgins, but some of, 
us have oil and sonmte of us have none. | 
It is like the members of the church. | 
Pehold, now, when the bridegroom cometh 
five shall be left out and five shall go.”’ 

Dr. Heidt: spoke of the descending of 
Christ when He should come again. “The 
account is that holy angels will be with 
Him. Behold, when He comes. He's com- 
ing now to let the world see He is the 
Christ. He is the Christ—the living Christ— 
the Christ who died but now is the ever- 
living Christ. He’s conting to set up His 
kingdom. Every eye shall behold Him. 
They that persecuted Him shall see Him.

“T, have no stones to throw at Péachtree 
street. The sinner of society is an every- 
day sinner when I am talking to him about 
his soul’s salvation. -I love the rich man 
and the pauper alike. God bless the rich 
men: I wish they were all saved and work- 
ing for God in the church. Society should 
be made one of the features in church 
work. Paul was sent as a missionary to 
the Gentiles, and I believe we should now 
send missionaries to the genteels. Bring 
society into the church and make all men

DR. ROBINS AT WEST END. 


Preaches an Able Sermon on “The 
Permanent Kingdom of God.”’ 

Rey. John B. Robins preached to a good 
congregation at West End yesterday. His 
text was Hebrews, xii; part of 28th verse. 

The subject of his sermon was: ‘‘The Per- 
manent Kiagdom of God.” 

What he said was from the following 
head notes: 

“1. Two classes of men study religion or 
the Kingdom of heaven—First. The first 
seeks to know the truth and to conform 
the mind to it in thought. Second. sue 
second seeks to make the kingdom conform 
to their thougnt about it. These are as wide 
upart as the poles. 

“2 This mental attitude is not confined 
te religion. In philosophy we find the same 
thing. One man gets an idea that will is 
the great thing and writes a book on ‘ine 
Wortd as Will.’ Another that the world is 
idea, and writes a book on ‘Idealism.’ Still 
another observing the unconscious element 
in human thinking, writes a book on ‘The 
Vhilosophy of the Unconscious.’ Our Eng- 
lsh thinkers have never gone beyond the 
senses. and hence they write and think 
only about what they can see, and feel, 
and hear. The honest mind seeks not to 
conform the world to its own idea, but to 
transform itself to where it is capable of 
conceiving the idea of the world. 

“2. St. Paul in the text, had reachéd 
a point where it became possible for him 
to suy what the Kingdom of God was, and 
was able to speak of its permanent char- 
acter. This is the culmination of his lIet- 
ter to the Hebrews, and contains in itself 
the purpose’ for which he wrote the letter. 

‘4. If we will lose s.ght of single texts 
of scripture and seek to grasp the move- 
ment of St. Paul’s mind in this letter, 1 
am persuaded that we wili get great bene- 
fit out of it. We can trace that movement 
in the following statements: First, That 
Jesus was born among the rhosen people. 
Israel had ven being to the Son of 
Man. Second. He was a priest like the 
king of Salem. Third. That he offered 
himself to save men. Fourth. That these 
people called Hebrews, had come to the 
church of the first born and to all the high 
and. holy powers and characters that had 
been the product of 4,000 years. Fifth. The 
idea that each contributed to all, while 
the united strength of accumulating powers 
rontributed to a larger and better King- 
dom, was illustrated by the great leaders 
and thinkers of all Israel’s history.

They maintain that little or no disorder 
could take place iff that space of time. 

It seems that the departmental system 
is in use in all the schools of the larger 
cities. One of the teachers in the Boys’ 
High school has written to all the high 
school superintendents: in the larger cities 
of the country and has received letters 
strongly indorsing the departmental sys- 
tem. Some of the expressions are given 
below, as the testimony of experienced ed- 
ucators, and it will be presented in the 
fight in the board of education on Thurs- 
day: 

From St. Joseph, Mo.: ‘‘We have had the 
departmental system in the St. Joseph High 
school for several years and would not 
change to the other for any consideration. 
I do not see why the change would weaken 
your discipline. In the St. Joseph High 
school we have excellent discipline. There 
is no reason why boys cannot be managed 
as well under one system as under the 
other. A specialist who is qualified to 
teach in’ a high school ought to have a 
certain weight of character that will ‘in- 
sure discipline; in other words,high scholar- 
ship and ability to maintain discipline are 
consistent. A pupil respects a teacher of 
high scholarship, and when a teacher has 
ui pupil's respect, discipline will take care 
of itself.’’ 

From San Francisco: ‘“‘The departmental 
‘system is in use in this school. I may 
speak to your local question of discipline. 
I am told that this school has a reputation 
for strong discipline and I attribute it 
partly to the departmental system. With 
the backing of a principal strong in this 
respect, teachers strong in discipline are 
not weakened by contact with the weak 
ones, while, on the other hand, the weak 
ones are improved by this contact. Teach- 
ers. ere. assisted in their estimates of the 
charaeter of pupils by one another’s esti- 
mates so that the moral influence is bet- 
ter under the system. Frequent teachers’ 
meetings for discussion of school work will 
not only aid in keeping up the discipline 
but will also prevent teachers from getting 
an exaggerated idea of their own sub- 
jects.” 

From Glasgow, Ky.: “I was elected 
principal of the Chattanooga High school 
in 1892. The grade system of teaching was 
then practiced. I at once changed to the 
departmental system and the latter still 
prevails. The belief that the departmental 
system weakens discipline is fallacious. 
It does not weaken discipline, because it 
unifies and harmonizes it. This was my 
opinion originally, and it has been confirm- 
ed and supported by my experience. The 
departmental system unquestionably in- 
creases the efficiency of the instruction in 
a high school and: invariably adds to the 
prestige and popularity of the school. Dur- 
ing the two years of my principalship at 
Chattanooga the attendance increased 40 
per cent and the popular opinion of the 
school was greatly strengthened. The 
change to the departmental system was 
the chief factor in producing this.” 

From Boston: “Wé use the system of 
departmental instruction in the Boston 
Latin school and would not be willing to 
abandon it, whatever may be the objec- 
tions to {t.” 

From Englewood High school, Chicago: 
“IT:am happy to say that we follow the 
departmental plan of Nigh school work. 
The argument that discipline is weakened 
depends for its force on what is meant by 
discipline. If it means that young people 
Just becoming men and women are to break 


men, however, refused to go off after the 
populistic myth. This element, led by Hon. 
L. F. Livingstog, refused to go into popu- 
lism, and the strong tendency of many of 
the Alliancemen in that direction drove 
many democrats, who were in favor of 
keeping the Alliance out of politics, from 
the order. It is hoped to lead this element 
back into the fold by a return to first prin- 
ciples. 

President M. L. Palmer, of Rome, is a 
populist, but he is a strong advocate of 
keeping the Ailiance out of politics, and he 
is devoting all his efforts to keeping it from 
drifting too far in that direction. He 
wants to divorce it entirely from politics, 
and he has been in correspondence and in 
inersonal communication with many of 
the leading Alliancemen of the state, try- 
ing to arouse them to new efforts in be- 
half of the Alliance. 

The meeting Wednesday promises to be 
a@ large one.

Today* and Many Cases Have

A motion for new trial in the case of 
Thorn vs. English & Co. will prob- 
ably be filed in the superior court today by 
Anderson, Felder & Davis, representing the 


| defendants, on the grounds that the jury 


in the case last week erred in several par- 
ticulars. 

The case, which was concluded last Fri- 
day, had been on trial several days in the 
superior court before Judge Lunrpkin, and 
although the litigation was tedious in its 
details, it was of more than ordinary in- 
terest to the insurance men, as several 
technical points were made by the attor- 
heys oh both siiles. 

The testimony showed that on March 16, 
i884, Mo. Thorn sold H. L. English & Co. 
his fire insurance business on a percentage 
of 17% per cent on policies in force on his 
books, for which it is said he received a 
commissicn of 15 per cent, 

“The same day, of probably the day fol- 
lowing the transfer,’’ said Attorney Ander- 
son yesterday, ‘‘when the parties at inter- 
@st undertook to arrive at the amount due, 
it was found that there was a misunder- 
standing as to the exact meaning of the 
contract. Mr. Thorn _alaimed the contract 
included the three andifive year term in- 
surance as Well as the-annual policies and 
also included placed business. 

“English & Co, insisted that the percent- 
age was to be computed only on annual 
policies in force, and they were sustained in 
this view by Mr. J. LL Riley, who had made 
the cofitract for them, Various efforts 
were made to settle the matter and English 
& Co. offered to rescind the trade on ac- 
count of the misunderstanding. Finally, 
Mr. Thorn brought suit in the city court 
for $3,000. IE:nglish & Co. denied owing this 
anvount, but admitted and tendered $1,895. 
The? alleged a mistake in draft of contract 
and to have the correction made carried 
the case into the superior court. 

“It was shown that the percentage on 
annual policies reached $1,526; on term 
policies $1,100, and on placed business about 
$400. Judge Lumpkin construed the con- 
tract as written to cover term as well as 
annual insurance if Mr. Thorn had received 
15 per cent commission on it, so that the 
verdict reached was for $2,600 principal and 
about $400 interest in Mr. Thorn’s favor.”’ 

Judge Andeson stated that he believed the 
jury erred in allowing the percentage on 
the term insurance, and this will be one of 
the grounds upon which motion for a new 
trial will be mrade. 

Courts Will Be Busy Today. 

The day in the superior and both divisions 
of the city court will be unusually busy. 

In the second division of the city court 
before Judge Berry, the Hutchison case, 
which went over from last week, will be 
resunred. Hutchison is suing the Southern 
railway for damages he received in an ac- 
cident near the belt road junction last 
year by which he lost his foot.

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‘While Others Believe It To Be the 
Rest Extant—What Is Said of It 


oy Those Who Know. 


The prospect of a lively fight over an 
interesting question lends interest to this 
week's meeting of the board of education, 
to be held Thursday.

Most of the faculty of the Boys’ High 
school favor the system and would, if 
given an opportunity, make a fight for the 
system before the board of education on 


Thursday. 

The charge is made that the system 
affords a loophole for great disorder in 
the different grades while the teachers are 
exchanging places, going from room to 
room. This has been denied by some of 
the teachers, who say that the longest 
time required in going to and fro between 
the rooms furthest apart is ten seconds. 
They maintain that little or no disorder 
could take place iff that space of time. 

It seems that the departmental system 
is in use in all the schools of the larger 
cities. One of the teachers in the Boys’ 
High school has written to all the high 
school superintendents in the larger cities 
of the country and has received letters 
strongly indorsing the departmental sys- 
tem. Some of the expressions are given 
below, as the testimony of experienced ed- 
ucators, and it will be presented in the 
fight in the board of education on Thurs- 
day: 

From St. Joseph, Mo.: ‘‘We have had the 
departmental system in the St. Joseph High 
school for several years and would not 
enange to the other for any consideration. 
I do not see why the change would weaken 
your discipline. In the St. Joseph High 
school we ‘have excellent discipline. There 
is no reason why boys cannot be managed 
as. well under one system as under the 
other. A specialist who is qualified to 
teach in a high school ought to have a 
certein weight of character that will in- 
sure discipline; in other words,high scholar- 
ship and ability to maintain discipline are 
consistent. A pupil respects a teacher of 
high scholarship, and when a teacher has 
a pupil's respect, discipline will take care 
of itself.” 

From Sap Francisco: ‘‘The departmental 
‘system is in use in this school. I may 
speak to your local question of discipline. 
I am told that this school has a reputation 
for strong discipline and I attribute it 
partly to the departmental system. With 
the backing of a principal strong in this 
respect, teachers strong in discipline are 
not -weakened by contact with the weak 
ones, while, on the other hand, the weak 
ones are improved by this contact. Teach- 
ers. ere- assisted in their estimates of the 
character of pupils by one another’s esti- 
mates so that the moral influence is bet- 
ter under the system. Frequent teachers’ 
meetings for discussion of school work will 
not only aid in keeping up the discipline 
but will also prevent teachers from getting 
an exaggerated idea of their own sub- 
jects.” 

From Glasgow, Ky.: “I was elected 
principal of the Chattanooga High schoo! 
in 1892. The grade system of teaching was 
then practiced. I at once changed to the 
departmental system and the latter still 
prevails. The belief that the departmental 
system weakens discipline is fallacious. 
It does not weaken discipline, because it 
unifies and harmonizes it. This was my 
opinion originally, and it has been confirm- 
ed and supported by my experience. The 
departmental system unquestionably. in- 
creases the efficiency of the instruction in 
a high school and invariably adds to the 
prestige and popularity of the school. Dur- 
ing the two years of my principalship at 
Chattanooga the attendance increased 40 
per cent and the popular opinion of the 
school was greatly strengthened. The 
change to the departmental system was 
the chief factor in producing this.” 

From Boston: “Wé use the system of 
departmental instruction in the Boston 
Latin school and would not be willing to 
abandon it, whatever may be the objec- 
tions to ft.’ 

From Englewood High school, Chicago: 
“IT:am happy to say that we follow the 
departmental plan of Nigh school work. 
The argument that discipline is weakened 
depends for its force on what is meant by 
discipline. If it means that young people 
just becoming men and women are to break 
away from the’ ways of childhood and learn 
that they must now learr. to care for 
themselves, bear responsibility and become 
worthy of trust, then let us hail with joy 
the weak discipline of such a high school. 
If, on the other hand, these young people 
are to be dwarfed and stunted by being 
_ treated as infants, then surely no better 
Plan can be found than to have a uniform 
method of treatment from the kindergarten 
to the college. Independence and gelf-con- 
trol must in that case be learned after leav- 
Ing school, when friendly advisers and in- 
terested guardians are scarce. Just as the 
discipline of the grammar schools is not 
my be followed in kindergarten work, so 
“es discipline of high schools should differ 
: te that in grammar schools if we are to 
‘evelop the most manly characters in. high 
schools. It is harder work to have this 
freedom than to have military freedom— 
at least, at first; but there soon comes a 
— response if all is healthy and whole- 
‘ome in the discipline. I most heartily 
commend to you the departmental 
method.” 

Henry P. Emerson, superintendent of 
schools, Buffalo, N. Y., formerly principal 
°f the Buffalo High school, writes: ‘“‘When 
Pip oy come to the high school they ought 
= learn to be a law unto themselves and 

© do what is best for the whole, not be-

PRESIDENT PALMER’S ADDRESS 


Trying To Rescue ithe Order from 
e 4 Politics. 


IT WENT TO PIECES ON POPULISM 


Large Number of Delegates Expected 


To Gather in the City Wednes- 
day and Thursday. 


Day after tomorrow the annual conven- 
tion cf the State Farmers’ Alliance will 
meet in Atlanta, anc it will bring to the 
city several hundred farmers from every 
section of the state. : 

A special effort has been made to get a 
large attendance of Alliancemen to attend 
the convention ard to revive the old-time 
interest in it. President M. L. Palmer 
realizes that the critical period in \the 
history of! the order in Georgia has been 
reached, and he and the other state officers 
are putting forth herculean efforts to save 
the AHiance order from being wrecked by 
the wave of populism which has seriously 
threatened it. 

The order is now weaker, perhaps, than 
it has ever been, but it is believed that 
the death blow to populism, which was ad- 
ministered at the recent election, will cause 
the Alliancemen to return to their order. 

Although one of the first principles of 
the Alliance order was that it was to be 
‘non-political, it drifted into populism, and 
the Alliance suffered terribly. There was 
a great falling off in membership and at- 
tendance, and the interest that had been 
felt in the Alliance was transferred to 
populism. A great many leading Alliance- 
men, however, refused to go off after the 
populistic myth. This element, led by Hon. 
L. F. Livingstoy, refused to go into popu- 
lism, and the strong tendency of many of 
the Alliancemen in that direction drove 
many democrats, who were in favor of 
keeping the AllHance out of politics, from 
the order. It is hoped to lead this element 
back into the fold by a return to first prin- 
ciples. ; 

President M. L. Paimer, of Rome, is a 
populist, but he is a strong advocate of 
keeping the Ailiance out of politics, and he 
is devoting all his efforts to keeping it from 
drifting too far in that direction. He 
wants to divorce it entirely from politics, 
and he has been in correspondence and in 
inersonal communicatfjon with many of 
the leading Alliancemen of the state, try- 
ing to arouse them to new efforts in be- 
half of the Alliance. 

The meeting Wednesday promises to be 
@ large one, Letters have been received 
showing that a better attendance than has 
been known at any of the recent meetings 
will be at the meeting.

address to the farmers of the state: 

To all members und frie1.ds of the Farm- 
ers’ Alllance in Georgia—Brethren: I beg 
of each of you and all of you to put forth 
your most earnest efforts to secure a fuil 
representation and attendance at cur state 
meeting in Atlanta on the 3d Wednesday 


‘of October. Businéss of vital importance 


to the perpetuation of the existence of the 
order must be presented for calm and care- 
ful consideration. We must come up to the 
full measure of our duty as patriotic pro- 
moters of the great interests of agricult- 
ure, which tmperatively demand the atten- 
tion of all farmers as farmers, and not as 
politicians. The destructive influences which 
are insidiously destroying us still exer- 
cise full sway and are accomplishing their 
inevitable result. Do not expect political 
parties to concertrate their efforts and 
to devote their unselfish attention to your 
special interests until all farmers stand 
untted in their action on demanding just 
and proper recognition of the great funda- 
mental fact that the prosperity of agri- 
culture is the prosperity of the nation. 
When prosperity returns to the farms, 
then prosperity will return to the manufac- 
tures and to trade, and not sooner. 

“The trusts and syndicates and corpora. 
tions which dominate so much of our up- 
to-date politics are the natural and insatia- 
ble enemies of the farms and the farmers. 
Class legislation in the interest of your 
most powerful adversaries still sits en- 
throned. 

“The great mass of the farmers still re- 
main unorganized and uneducated, unable 
to see the true causes which are working 
their destruction. How can they Qt- 
pected to unite in an effort to overthrow 
these destructive influences? It is our mis- 
sion to organize and to educate. 

“Let no prejudices of political partisan- 
ship keep you asunder; you must unite or 
perish. Your unorganized individual efforts 
will be defeated as they have always been 
defeated, by the power of mighty organi- 
zations, endowed with powers which le- 
gitimately, are powers of government, but 
which have been conferred upon individu- 
als for individual profit, and consequently 
and inevitably exist and flourigh at your 
expense. Under the influence of adverse 
laws it is useless to place your reliance 
on improved methods of production, nor 
can you by increased self-sacrifice in any 
form resist their operation. The complete 
reversion of the system is the sole hope of 
relief. While these facts are familiar to the 
older members of our order, we must ‘recog- 
nize the appalling fact that many of our 
friends and neighbors are not as yet able 
to appreciate their true significance, and 
consequently instead of adding their ef- 
forts to ours, are in fact aiding and abet- 
ting their enemies.

There is, 
it seems to me, no other organization in 
existence which is even attempting to carry 
on th's special object of carrying to the 
homes and firesides of the farmers some 
degree of knowledge of those economic 
principles which lie at the foundation of 
the prosperity of the farmers. Let it not 
be said of us, who have been enabled to 
see and to appreciate the force of these 
great truths, that we have faltered for one 
moment in our devotion to the welfare of 
our people. Let every friend of the work 
come to our annual meeting. Let those who 
cannot come rise to the full measure of 
their duty in spreading the light of knowl- 
edge among the‘r neighbors.

Atlanta's Industrious Thieves Are Now 
Operating Against the Railroads. 


MANY CARS ARE BEING ROBBED 


Several Arrests Have Been Made 
Lately—How the Burglars 
Do Their Work. 


For the last ten days car breaking seems 
to have been holding the attention of local 
criminals, and they have been pursuing 
their vocation with urusual activity. 

Almost every day for the last week or 
two cases have been reported to the au- 
thorities where freight cars in different 
parts of the city have been broken open, 
and valuable goods of various kinds stolen 
therefrom. While the authorities have 
been successful in catching some of the 
thieves, yet the epidemic has not as yet 
been broken up, ané still continues with 


unabated vigor. 

It is thought that Will Loyd and his gang, 
who were caught in Mrs. Jones’s residence, 
at the corner of Courtiand avenue and Lin- 
den street, are accountable for some of the 
robberies. Loyd is now ih jail on the 
charge of car breaking, and the evidence 
seems to be against him. 

One night last week a freight car was 
broken ope1 near the Thompson street 
crossing, and valuable goods were stolen. 
The loss was reported to the authorities, 
and an investigation implicated Loyd, who 
acknowledges that he took the goods from 
under the car, but denies the actual theft, 
He was tried in Judge Foute’s court last 
Friday, and waiving preliminary hearing, 
was bound over to the superior court under 
heavy bond. 

Entered a Georgia Car. 

One of the boldest cases that has yet been 
reported occurred Saturday night. A neg:o 
by the name of M. B. Burton broke open 
a Georgia railroad car near the old West 
Point depot, only a short distance from the 
station house. There were switch engines 
all around him, but he deliberately broke 
the seal and :tole 400 pounds of flour, 

He took the flour to an Italian’s store on 
Decatur street and sold it for $1.50. A rail- 
road man happened to see him, however, 
and hastening to the station house, re- 
ported the case to Detective Lanford. That 
officer went to the Italian’s establishment, 
and the negro entered again in a few min- 
utes with another sack. He was placed 
under arrest and locked in the station 
house, and acknowledged his gullt. 

Last Priday night a Western and Atlantic 
car was entered not far from the Broad 
street bridge, and another lot of valuables 
taken. Innumerable other instances of like 
character have been reported. 

The police are making every effort possi- 
ble to catch the guilty parties, but it Is 
almost impossible, unless a special man is 
detailed to patrol the tracks of each road. 
This, however, may be done. Chief Con- 
nolly is determined to break the business 
up if he has to station his whole force on 
the tracks. 


SUNDAY BLIND TIGER CAUGHT. 


Detectives Make Their Usual Sunday 
Raid Yesterday. 


City Detectives Conn and Walton cap- 
tured another fat biind tiger’ last night, 
and locked him in the station house. His 
name is Ben McCan, of the colored variety, 
and it seems he had gone into the business 
for all it was worth. 

McCan lives on Greersferry avenue, in 
West End, and with the exception of the 
filthy lucre, he was giving an exhibition 
of true southern hospitality in great style 
yesterday, and more than one dollar was 
taken in.

NEW TRIAL WANTED 


Verdict in the Thora-English Case Is 
Not Satisfactory. 


CHARGED THAT JURY ERRED 


All the Courts Will Be in Session 
Today* and Many Cases Have 
Been Set on the Docket. 


A motion for new trial in the case of 
Thorn vs. English & Co. will prob- 
ably be filed in the superior court today by 
Anderson, Felder & Davis, representing the 
defendants, on the grounds that the jury 
in the case last week erred in several par- 
ticulars. 

The case, which was concluded last Fri- 
day, had been on trial several days in the 
superior court before Judge Lunrpkin, and 
although the litigation was tedious in its 
details, it was of more than ordinary in- 
terest to the insurance men, as several 
technical points were made by the attor- 
heys oh both sites. 

The testimony showed that on March 16, 
1894, Mr. Thorn sold H. L. English & Co, 
his fire insurance business on a percentage 
of 1744 per cent on policies in force on his 
books, for which it is said he received a 
commissicn of 15 per cent. 

‘The same day, or probably the day fol- 
lowing the transfer,” said Attorney Ander- 
son yesterday, ‘‘when the parties at inter- 
est undertook to arrive at the amount due, 
it was found that thére was a misunder- 
standing as to the exact meaning of the 
contract. Mr. Thorn _oldimed the contract 
included the three amd: five year term in- 
surance as Well as the-annual policies and 
also included placed business. 

“English & Co, insisted that the percent- 
age Was to be computed only on Annual 
policies in force, and they were sustained in 
this view by Mr. J. LA Riley, who had made 
the cofitract for them), Various efforts 
were made to settle the matter and English 
& Co. offered to rescind the trade on ac- 
count of the misunderstanding. Finally, 
Mr. Thorn brought suit in tHe city court 
for $3,000. English & Co. denied owing this 
amount, but admitted and tendered $1,895. 
The? alleged a mistake in draft of contract 
and to have the correction made carried 
the case into the superior court. 

“It was shown that the percentage on 
annual policies reached $1,526; on term 
policies $1,100, and on placed business about 
$400. Judge Lumpkin construed the con- 
tract as written to cover term as well as 
annual insurance if Mr. Thorn had received 
15 per cent commission on it, so that the 
verdict reached was for $2,600 principal and 
about $400 interest in Mr. Thorn’s favor.’’ 

Judge Andeson stated that he believed the 
jury erred in allowing the percentage on 
the term insurance, and this will be one of 
the grounds upon which motion for a new 
trial will be nmrade. 

Courts Will Be Busy Today. 

The day in the superior and both divisions 
of the city court will be unusually busy. 

In the second division of the city court 
before Judge Berry, the Hutchison case, 
which went over from last week, will be 
resunred. Hutchison is suing the Southern 
railway for damages he received in an ac- 
cident near the belt road junction last 
year by which he lost his foot. The case 
has been on trial several days and most of 
the testimony has been introduced and the 
case will probably be concluded today. 

The Means damage suit is pending in 
the first division of the city court, and will 
consume the entire day and probably to- 
morrow. Mrs. Means is suing the Con- 
solidated Street Car Company for $15,000 
alleged damrages sustained in the accident 
to the West End car that ran wild down 
Alabama street. Her husband is suing the 
road for $5,000 damages, based upon the 
same allegations. 

A number of cases have been set in the 
superior court before Judge Lumpkin to- 
day and several divorce cases may be 
reached before the hour of adjournment.

Florida Freeze. 


In commercial circles the prospect of the 
Florida crop of oranges is being talked of 
with interest. dhe treeze of Inst winter, it 
is known. will greatly reduce the crop this 
season. The crop, however, it is reported, 
will be much larger than last season, as 
the orchards are beginning to recover front 
the disastrous effects of the freeze. 

Apropos this*talk an interesting fact has 
been brough to Hght, and fthis is that 
Mediterranean oranges and lemons are be- 
ing crowded out of the American market 
to a_great. extent. The California lemon 
is growing in favor and abundance, and is 
keeping out the Mediterranean lemon to 
a great extent, while the Jamaica and Mex- 
ican oranges are rushing ahead of the 
Mediterranean orange, even almost filling 
up the loss occasioned by the Florida 


freeze. 

Speaking of the Florida crop of oranges, 
The New York Journal of Commerce says. 

“The effect of the freeze in Florida in the 
winter of 1891-95 Is of interest. The best 
heavy crop of Florida oranges Was about 
5,000,000 boxes, but the crop of 18¢-9 Was 
practically ruined, and during last year, 
which was the first year after the freeze, 
it is said that only about 5,000 boxes left 
the state, As would naturally have been 
supposed such a heavy shrinkage in the 
Fiorida crop had a nrarked effect upon the 
importation of Mediterranean fruit, Ref- 
erence to the table given above apparently 
does not diselese sueh a result, but the 
figures represent much heavier importa- 
tion than would have resulted had not 
the freeze in Fiorida occurred, as many 
vrowers in Italy and Sicily had’ determined, 
it is said, net tro pick their fruit that sea- 
son on account of the unfavorable pros- 
pects of the market, until the destruction 
in Florida crented an ihnereased demand. 

“The influence of the loss of the Florida 
crop Wits fait much more decidedly by the 
Jauntai¢a packers, and also in a marked 
stimulation. ef lynportations from Mexico. 
Jndeed, it may fuigy be said that the in- 
jury to the Florida crop was the means 
of developing the business of packers of 
this country in Mexican oranges. Previous 
to that time but few packers of this coun- 
try handled Mexican truit, but now a hirge 
number of them huve entered the business. 
The Mexican friift does not come to east- 
ern nrarkets much as vet, but is distrib- 
uted muiniv in the western states. 
Mexicun oranges have, it is said, displaced 
Mediterranean oranges rather than the Cal- 
ifornia fruit. 

“While Mediterranean oranges cre likely 
to be more and more crowded out of the 
markets of this country they will probably 
come to this market in the summer months, 
as the fruit front some of the other orange- 
wurowing sections hus usually been exhaust- 
ed by summer. The Jamaica oranges usu- 
ally come to this market about this time of 
the year and continue through the winter, 

“Floridas ordinarily come in November 
ard are in the tmarket until about May. 
Mediterranean and California fruit are in 
the market practically the year round, but 
the Rodi orange is known as a summer 
orange here and in this respect has an 
advantage over other varieties. 

ee restoration of the Florida crop 
would, it is sxid, effect an importunt change 
in the present orange situation, crowding 
out all rival fruit to a greater or less ex- 
tent. For the present, however, 
here practically disregard the Florida crop 
absolutely. The last heavy crop of Floridas 
previous to the freeze was about 5,060,000 
boxes, while in the season after the freeze 
it is @stimated that only about 5),000 boxes 
left thea state, The present crop is estimated 
at from 125,000 to 200,000 boxes. While a de- 
cided improvement ts looked for bY nmanv 
in the following -crop, it is the opinion of 
scme that the Florida yield will not be 
wholly restored, even under favorable con- 
ditions, -for several vears.”’ , 

Mediterranean oranges and lemons have 
cut a his figure in produce markets of the 
United States and the fact that they are 
&radually being crowded out is an interest- 
ing one. The FJorida orange and the Cali- 
fornia lemon are playing a much bigger 
hand in produce markets now every sea- 
son, and it is thought that when the Flor- 
ida. orchards comp/etely recover from the 
late freeze our native yellow fruit will be- 
come the “leading orange on the United 
States market.

The unfortunate negto’s kinsman stated 
that Wells had been demented, for over 
seven years. He has lucid intervals, how~ 
ever, in which he seems to be in his mght 
mind, and then again he goes wrong, and 
seems to have an idea that he must step 
beyond the bounds limiting his race. The 
Kimball house episode is a fair sample. 

It is said that about two years ago Wells 
was in Washington city, and attempted to 
test the hospitality of a swell Perinsylvania 
restaurant in the same manner. The place 
was filled with the capital's society folk, 
who were startled to see the negro walk in 
with wonderful sangfroid, and take his 
seat at a table. 

The manager approached him and_told 
him that he would have to get out.

The negro is of a respectable coloted 
family in Columbus, and is well educated.

@ negro of no mean instincts, and Was not 
responsible for his actions when he tried 
to bluit the clerk at the Kimball house.
